• Master Plan: The process has been delayed but it may help revitalize the plans for M ill Brook. Joey and Adam Kurowski 
are looking at co-occurring characteristics lor the next Master Plan meeting on 3■’ 1 . 

• Open Space Plan: The next version is due iri 2014. The guidelines haven’t ehanpjd since the last version, but the state may 
want more information on recreational resources this time. We need to start working on it this fall. looking at which sections 
need updating and which can stay the same, and preparing a warrant article for Town Meeting 2014 for money to hire a 
consultant. 

• Park and Recreation Commission: Leslie reported that the PRC is reviewing recreational areas and equipment for ADA 
compliance. Playgrounds are upgraded one by one: Florence will be done this year. Hibbcrt Street next year. The Thorndike 
Street off-leash area has proved a bigsuccess and has been named the best in Boston Some parks are still having problems 
with dogi tunning off-leash at the wrong hours, so more enfoicemcm is needed. In Waldo Park, an “Arts in the Parks" project 
has added sculptural elements to a big tree stump
